CHEAPER GAS 


Edmonton people will note with a good 
deal of interest that the Canadian Western 
Natura! Gas, Heat, Light and Power Com- 
pany have reduced rates five cents per 
thousand feet in Calgary, Lethbridge, Mc- 
Leod, Claresholm and Granum 

In these communities the householder 
who uses the minimum amount will here- 
after pay 33 cents per thousand, instead 
of 38, while the large industrial user will 
be supplied at 15 cents per thousand in- 
stead of 17. The saving to the small 
consumer will be 13 per cent. The total 
reduction in cost to the present body of 
consumers is said to amount to $250,000 
per year. The new rates, it is claimed, 
will give these centres the benefit of the 
lowest rates on the continent, with the ex- 
ception of Medicine Hat and a point in 
Virginia 

The advantages which will thus be 
given to these southern communities arc 
obvious, and must be very considerable. 
A revival of interest in Edmonton in the 
question of a reduction in rates here is an 
inevitable result. The city council would 
vell to investigate without delay the

ALBERTA’S STRATEGIC POSITION 


The populated countries in 
Hurope are not the only ones which im- 
port wheat. The still more densely popu- 
lated countries in the Orient also buy this 
yrain abroad in quantities which to some 
extent affect the world demand and the 
world price. What is of more importance 
from the standpoint of the Canadian 
wheat-grower, the demand from the 
Orient—and from countries elsewhere out- 
side Europe—ha@s been growing more ra- 
pidly than the demand in that continent. 

Figures recently compiled show that 
the average yearly imports of countries 
lying outside Europe grew 45,000,000 
bushels between the period 1909-13 and 
the period 1921-26. In the same interval 
the growth in the import requirements of 
Europe was only 30 million bushels. Thus 
the market outside Europe expanded from 
50 to 60 per cent, while the market in Hu- 
rope was expanding 5 per cent. 

It is in countries outside Europe. par- 
ticularly in the countries beyond the Paci- 
fic and north of the equator, that the great 
increase in the demand for wheat must 
occur. As China becomes industrialized 
on western lines, and as the habits of its 
people give way to change, that empire 
must multiply its present importation. The 
consumption of the cereal is already ex- 
tending there and throughout the Orient 
ten times as fast as In Europe 

These are countries which the wheat 
fields of Canada are geographically situat- 
ed to serve. In fact, no other wheat ex- 
porting country is so well situated to sup- 
ply their demands. And of all the wheat 
crowing provinces, Alberta is located 
closest to that rapidly expanding markct, 
the limits of whose expansion cannot be 
foreseen.

Canada is honored in the election of 
Premier King as a vice-president of the 
League of Nations.

thus given to the standing of Canada as a

WIDOW PAYS 
LAST HONOR 
TO HUSBAND.

TULSA, Okla.. Sept. 5—-As a last 
tribute to her famous husband, Mrs 
Car! EF. Akeley. widow of the famous 
explorer, is goinng to Africa with a 
copper coffin to hold the body of the 
celebrated hunter and naturalist, who 
died in the Belgian Congo a year ago 
last November It is being designed 
by Clarence Dewey of Tulsa, a life- 
long friend of Akeley 

When the coffin is completed tt will 
be sent to Africa and transported fer 
into the interior on the shoulders of 
native carriers. For a thousand miles 
it will be carried thus, over rivers and 
through steaming jungles; then, a 
rock grave cul in the sides of lonely 
Mount Mikeno will be opened and the 
body of Akeley will be taken from its 
temporary coffin of wood, to be plac 
ed in the copper casket and re-buried 

The casket must be made in sec 
tions for transportation on the shoul 
ders of natives, and each section must 
not weigh an ounce over 40 pounds 
or be more than 30 inches square. It 
will be put together at the end of th 
journey 

Mrs. Akeley will lead the expedi- 
tion and superintend the process 

Construction of the coffin recalls a 
queer incident in connection with 
Akeley's lasi trip to the Congo. When 
his equipment was being assembled he 
noticed that one of his assistants had 
included a package of ten-penny. nails 

“What are those for? asked 
Akeley 

“Don't 


know yet,” said the assist- 
ant. “We'll find some use for them.’ 
“Well, I've never yet found it ne- 

essary to carry ten-penny nails to 
Africa,” said Akeley 

The assistant insisted, however, and 
the nails were taken Months leter 
they were used to fasten together the 
rude coffin in which Akeley'’s body 
was buried 

Four years before his death Akeley 
expressed a wish to be buried on the 
slopes of Mount Mikeno, which is an

|cullar type of psychology, She knows 
{that nail-bitiing is undesirable in 
levery wey, but thinks it can be cured 
by some external application. I re- 
| ceive many letters from readers asking 
“How can I stop biting my nails?” 
The answer is, of course,, “Stop biting 
| them.” Self-contrél is the only solu- 
| tion for this problem and no one can 
practice that virtue for another. 

The habit of biting the nails usually 
arises in the first place from careless 
manicure methods that leave the 
cuticle ragged and the nails on up- 
comfortable length. Hard corners de- 
velop at the s of the nails, which 
become rough, and the temptation to 
bite them off is urgent. Biting, of 
course, makes the nails more uncom 
fortable and unsightly and this leads 
to still more biting and gnawing. 

Every nall-biter should make a 
point of having a thorough manicure 
once a week. This may be done at 
home, but there is the psychological 
value in having a professional treat- 
ment. One is Joath to ruin the effect 
of a manicure for which one has paid 
a good price 

Before anything is done to the 
nails the fingertips must be soaked in 
warm, soapy water for several min- 
utes, Just after washing the dishes or 
rubbing out some lingerie is a good 
‘time to have the manicure, since one 
may then omit the spaking. Gently 
push down the cuticle at the base of 
the nail. File the free end, being sure 
to round off the sarp corners at the 
sides. Clean under the nail. Pile the 
edges smooth with a fine emery board 
Massage a little cocoa butter into the 
hard corners, if there are any
